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House panel votes Bair in contempt escalating Trump dispute

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

House Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee voted Wednesday to 
hold Attorney General Wil¬ 
liam Barr in contempt of 
Congress, escalating the 
Democrats' extraordinary 
legal battle with the Trump 
administration over access 
to special counsel Robert 
Mueller's Trump-Russia re¬ 
port. 

The vote capped a day of 
ever-deepening dispute 
between congressional 
Democrats and President 
Donald Trump, who for the 


first time invoked the princi¬ 
ple of executive privilege, 
claiming the right to block 
lawmakers from the full re¬ 
port on Mueller's probe of 
Russian interference to help 
Trump in the 2016 election. 
Committee Chairman Jer- 
rold Nadler of New York 
declared the action by 
Trump's Justice Depart¬ 
ment a clear new sign of 
the president's "blanket 
defiance" of Congress' 
constitutional rights to con¬ 
duct oversight. "We did 
not relish doing this, but we 
have no choice," Nadler 
said after the vote.

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He said the administration 
will seek opportunities to 
putthisquestion before the 
Supreme Court 'to ensure 
that decisions affecting 
every American are made 
either by those elected to 
represent the American 
people or by the highest 
court in the land." 

Top administration officials 
have often complained 
about the proliferation 
of nationwide injunctions 
since Trump became presi- 
denton issues ranging from 
immigration to health care, 
so the idea of pushing back 
is not new. 

Indeed, the administration 
has asked the Supreme 
Court to deal with nation¬ 
wide injunctions in the past, 
including in the travel ban 
case. But the court never 
addressed the nationwide 
extent of the injunction 
against the ban issued by 
lower courts because the 
justices upheld the ban in 
its entirety. 

For the Supreme Court to 
issue a definitive ruling on 
nationwide injunctions, 
it would first have to rule 
against the administration 
on the underlying merits of 
the case before it. Only at 
that point could the court 
consider whether a lower 


court order should apply 
nationwide or only to the 
people who are challeng¬ 
ing an administration poli¬ 
cy. 

A nationwide injunction has 
the effect of stopping "a 
federal policy everywhere," 
the administration told the 
Supreme Court in the travel 
ban case. The more com¬ 
mon practice is fora judge 
to issue an orderthat gives 
only the people who sued 
what they want. 

A White House official said 
the administration would 
be looking for potential 
relevant cases to press the 
issue, and said Pence also 
discussed it at the end of 
the Cabinet meeting con¬ 
vened by the president on 
Wednesday. 

In his remarks, Pence quot¬ 
ed from an opinion byj us- 
tice Clarence Thomas, who 
joined the majority opin¬ 
ion upholding the Trump 
travel ban last June, but 
also wrote separately to 
say nationwide injunctions 
"are legally and historically 
dubious" and that the high 
court would have to step in 
"if federal courts continue 
to issue them." 

Trump has long railed 
against district courts, es¬ 
pecially the 9th Circuit, for 
blocking his initiatives, in¬ 
cluding efforts to overhaul 
the nation's immigration 
system. 

But Trump won a 2-1 ruling 
from the 9th Circuit on Tues¬ 
day that allows the admin¬ 
istration to make asylum 
seekers wait in Mexico for 
immigration court hearings 
while a court challenge 
continues^

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Insurance claims from deadly California wildfirestop $12B 


By KATHLEEN RONAYNE As¬ 
sociated Press 
SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— Insurance claims have 
topped $12 billion for the 
November wildfires in Cali¬ 
fornia, making them the 
most expensive in state his¬ 
tory. 

The figure released 
Wednesday by Insurance 
CommissionerRicardo Lara 
covers the fire that large¬ 
ly destroyed the town of 
Paradise and two South¬ 
ern California blazes It's 
up about $600 million from 
data released in January. 
Most of the damages re¬ 
late to the Paradise fire, 
which killed 85 people and 
destroyed nearly 19,000 
buildings. 

'While last year's tragic 
wildfires turned thousands 
of people's lives upside 
down, insurance is helping 
to rebuild and recover," 
Lara said in a news release 
during Wildfire Prepared¬ 
ness Week. 

California experienced 
some of its deadliest and 
most destructive wildfires in 
its history in 2017 and 2018. 
A series of sweeping fires 
in late 2017 had been the 
most expensive, with c la ims 
topping $11.8 billion. 

The increasing destruction 
is making it hander and 
more costly for people to 
obtain homeowners insur¬ 
ance. 

The insurance department 
has started collecting data 
on policy non-renewals to 
better assess patterns and 
locations where coverage 


isbeing dropped, Lara said 
eariierthis year. 

'Wildfire haslong been part 
of California's landscape 
and insurers understand 
that California faces ma¬ 
jor wildfire risk," said Nicole 
Mahrt-Ganley of the Ameri¬ 
can Property Casualty In¬ 
surance Association, which 
represents about 60 per¬ 
cent ofthe nation's proper¬ 
ty casualty insurance mar¬ 
ket. "Insurers a re still operat¬ 
ing in this competitive and 
stable insurance market." 
She said in her emailed 
statement that California 
homeowners should take 
steps to mitigate fire dam¬ 
age such as updating their 
coverage and creating 
defensible space around 
their homes. 

When insurers decline to 
renew policies, state law 
requires them to notify cus- 
tomersaboutotheroptions 
The state has a pooled in¬ 
surance plan of last result 
known asthe "FAIR plan." 
California lawmakers are 
grappling this year with 
ways to address the cost 
and destruction of wildfires. 
Pacific Gas & Electric 
Corp., the state's largest 
utility, filed for bankruptcy 
in January, saying it could 
not afford potentially tens 
of billions of dollars in liabil¬ 
ity costs related to fires. 
State law makes utilities 
financially liable for dam¬ 
ages from wildfires caused 
by their equipment, even 
if they aren't found to be 
negligent. 

One legislative proposal 
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would create a fund for 
catastrophic wildfires that 
utilities, insurers and under¬ 
insured people could tap 
to help payfordamages. 
Legal and financial experts 
hired by Gov. Gavin New¬ 
som suggested a fund as 
big as $40 billion to help 
cover costs. However, if 
wildfire losses continue to 
be aslarge in future years as 
they were in 2017 a nd 2018, 
a $40 billion fund would not 
be large enough, said Na¬ 
than Poliak, a consultant 
with Filsinger Energy Part¬ 
ners. Newsom has not en¬ 
dorsed any particularideas

The White House's block¬ 
ade, he said, "is an attack 
on the ability of the Ameri¬ 
can people to know what 
the executive branch is do¬ 
ing." He said, 'This cannot 
be." 

But Justice Department 
spokeswoman Kerri Kupec 
said it was disappointing 
that members of Congress 
"have chosen to engage in 
such inappropriate political 
theatrics" 

Barr made "extraordinary 
efforts" to provide Con¬ 
gress and the public with 
information about Mueller's 
work, she said. 

White House Press Secre¬ 
tary Sarah Sanders said nei¬ 
ther the White House nor 
Barr "will comply with Chair¬ 
man Nad let's unlawful and 
reckless demands" 

Late Wednesday the chair¬ 
man of the House Intelli¬ 
gence Committee issued 
his own subpoena to the 
Justice Department for the 
full Mueller report, as the 
confrontation intensifies 
Democratic Rep. Adam 
Schiff of California, whose 
committee had previously 
requested the documents, 


said he has "no choice" 
but to compel the depart¬ 
ment's compliance. He 
warned that if it continues 
to "ignore or rejects our re¬ 
quests," the panel could 
take legal action. 

Kupec declined to com¬ 
ment. 

Though the White House 
initially hesitated on invok¬ 
ing privilege, Trump told his 
staff and political advisers 
in recent weeks to refuse 
to cooperate with Demo¬ 
crats, believing the party's 
goal wassimplyto damage 
him politically going into his 
re-election campaign. The 
coming legal battle could 
stretch to 2020, and the 
White House is aiming to tie 
up congressional probes 
until Election Day. 

Executive privilege is the 
president's power to keep 
info rma tio n fro m the c o u rts, 
Congressand the public to 
protect the confidentiality 
of the Oval Office decision¬ 
making process. 

The president's decision 
was weeks in the making, 
the next inevitable esca¬ 
lation between the White 
House and Congress over 
a number of probes The 
White House has rejected 


all efforts to probe Trump's 
business dealings or tax 
returns as well as the West 
Wing's security clearance 
procedure. 

The committee voted 
along party lines, 24-16, to 
recommend the full House 
hold Barr in contempt, but 
only after some five hours 
of heated and, at times, 
emotional testimony. 
Democrats made their 
case that Congress was at 
a historic juncture as it con¬ 
fronts what they consider 
Trump's stonewalling of 
lawmakers' ability to con¬ 
duct oversight of the ad¬ 
ministration. Republicans 
portrayed the majority as 
angry and lashing out at 
Barrafterthe special coun¬ 
sel did not find that Trump 
colluded with Russia to 
swing the 2016 election. 
Said Democrat Sheila J ack- 
son Lee of Texas: 'The presi¬ 
dent now seeks to take a 
wrecking ball to the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States." 
And Rep. Cedric Richmond 
of Louisiana said the road 
ahead maybe "messy"but 
Democrats must fight to 
"protect our democracy." 
Other Democrats called 
the standoff a "serious" and 
"grave" moment. 

However, the panel's top 
Republican, Doug Collins 
of Georgia, said Democrats 
were manufacturing a crisis 
and rushing the process to 
"sully Bill Barr's good name." 
Rep. Matt Gaetz of Florida, 
a Trump ally, said the Dem¬ 
oc rats were trying to "dele- 
gitimize"the president and 
biding time before they try 
to impeach him. 

'Get over it," Gaetz said. 
House Speaker Nancy Pe- 
losi has said the next step 
will be consideration by the 
full House. Nadler said that 
will happen soon. 

If approved by the House, 
where the Democrats hold 
a solid majority, the con¬ 
tempt resolution would al¬ 
most certainly move to an 


unusual, and potentially 
protracted, multi-pronged 
court battle with the Trump 
administration. 

The contempt finding could 
be referred to the U.S. at¬ 
torney for the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, a Justice Depart¬ 
ment official who would be 
likely to defend rather than 
oppose Barr. Democratic 
House leaders could also 
file a lawsuit, though the 
case could take months 
or even years to resolve. 
Some committee members 
have suggested they also 
could fine Ban - as he with¬ 
holds information. 

Nadler said Wednesday 
the Trump administration's 
refusal to provide the spe¬ 
cial counsel's full Russia re¬ 
port to Congress presentsa 
"constitutional crisis" 

In a letter Wednesday to 
Trump , Ban - explained that 
the special counsel's files 
contain millionsof pagesof 
classified and unclassified 
info rma tio n. He said it was 
the committee's "abrupt 
resort to a contempt vote" 
that "has not allowed suf¬ 
ficient time for you to con¬ 
sider fully whether to make 
a conclusive assertion of 
executive privilege." 

Barr told Trump he should 
assert privilege now, "pend¬ 
ing a full decision on the 
matter." 

Talks with the Justice De¬ 
partment broke down over 
the committee's subpoena 
for an unredacted version 
of the report. 

Barr released a redacted 
version of Mueller's400-plus- 
page report to the public 
last month, but Democrats 
subpoenaed the full docu¬ 
ment , along with underly¬ 
ing evidence. 

The department has reject¬ 
ed that demand, while al¬ 
lowing a few top lawmak¬ 
ers from the House and 
Senate to view a version 
with fewer redactions. That 
version blacks out grand 
jury information, which 


needs a judge's approval 
for release, and it doesn't 
include the report's under¬ 
lying evidence. Democrats 
have said they won't view 
that version until they get 
broaderaccess. 

Almost half the report's 
pages contain some type 
of redaction including 
those around the Russian 
influence campaign, presi¬ 
dential pardons and other 
topics. 

Ba it has refused to testify in 
public to the committee af- 
tera disagreementoverthe 
Democrats' demand that 
he answerquestionsfrom a 
staff attorney in addition to 
lawmakers. The committee 
is in talks for Mueller him¬ 
self to appear May 15, but 
there is no agreement yet, 
and Trump hassaid Mueller 
should not testify. 
Nadleralso hasthreatened 
to hold former White House 
Counsel Don McGahn in 
contempt of Congress if he 
doesn't testify before the 
committee la ter this month. 
Nadler rejected a White 
House claim that docu¬ 
ments McGahn refused to 
provide despite a subpoe¬ 
na are controlled by the 
White House and thus Mc¬ 
Gahn has no legal right to 
them. 

Pelosi, who has tamped 
down calls from her liberal 
flank to launch impeach¬ 
ment proceedings against 
Trump, said in a Washing¬ 
ton Post interview Wednes¬ 
day that the president, by 
obstructing Congress was 
becoming "self-impeach- 
able." 

Mueller, in his report, said he 
could not establish a crimi¬ 
nal conspiracy between 
the Trump campaign and 
Russia, but he did notreach 
a conclusion on whether 
Trump obstructed justice. 
Barrsaid he and Deputy At¬ 
torney General Rod Rosen- 
stein decided there were 
not grounds to charge 
Trump with obstructionO

LAGUNA NIGUEL, Calif. (AP) 

— Immigration officials will 
train dozens of U.S. bor¬ 
der patrol agents to start 
screening immigrants aniv- 
ing on the southwest bor- 
derforasylumamid a surge 
in the number of families 
seeking the protection, a 
government official said 
Wednesday. 

L Francis Cissna, director 
of U.S. Citizenship and Im¬ 
migration Services, said 
his agency will train about 
60 border agents over the 
next few months to join in 
conducting the screenings 
on the U.S.-Mexico border. 
The first group of 10 agents 
will start receiving training 
in Los Angeles next week. 
'These agents are going 
to be receiving weeks of 
training. They're going to 
be here at least a month," 
Cissna said in an interview 
with The Associated Press 
on a visit to immigration 
offices in Laguna Niguel, 
California. "And so too will 
all the subsequent cadres 
of borderpatrol agents." 
The move comes as the 
Trump administration is 
grappling with a surge in 


the number of families with 
children arriving onthe bor¬ 
der. Bonderarrestsare down 
compared with decades 
ago, but the number of 
children and families seek¬ 
ing asylum, many of them 
from Central America, has 
risen in recent years. 

The number of immigrants 
apprehended on the bor- 
dertopped 100,000 forthe 
second month in a row in 
April, the highest number 
recorded since 2007. 
Asylum officers conduct ini¬ 
tial interviews of immigrants 
arriving on the border to 
determine whether they 
have a credible fear of re¬ 
turning to their countries or 
should be sent back. Those 
who passthe interviews a re 
allowed to seek asylum be¬ 
fore an immigration judge, 
but their cases may take 
years to wind through the 
backlogged immigration 
courts. 

Immigrant advocates have 
voiced concerns about 
border patrol agents con¬ 
ducting the screenings, 
which are mean to be 
interviews, not interroga¬ 
tions. Clara Long, seniorre- 
searcher for Human Rights 
Watch, said agents of¬ 


ten intimidate immigrants 
when initially asking if they 
fearretuming to theircoun- 
tries. 

'What we see over and 
over again is Border Patrol 
just has a culture of dis¬ 
believing asylum seekers," 
she said. "It's really hard 
to imagine these agents 
being able to create the 
openness and trust and lis¬ 
tening that's really required 
for a credible fear inter¬ 
view." 

A message was sent to 


U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection seeking com¬ 
ment. Cissna said he was 
confident agents could 
conductthe interviewsand 
would be fully trained. 

In addition to the border 
patrol agents, two dozen 
employees at the immigra¬ 
tion services agency who 
have worked on asylum in 
the past are helping con¬ 
ductthe screenings, and a 
few dozen more have vol¬ 
unteered to do so, Cissna 
saidO 


Honda governor signs bill allowing 
move aimed teachers 


TALLAHASSEE, Ha. (AP) — 

More Florida teachers will 
be eligible to carry guns in 
the classroom under a bill 
Republican Gov. Ron De¬ 
Santis signed Wednesday 
that immediately imple¬ 
ments recommendations 
from a commission formed 
after the Parkland high 
school mass shooting. 
DeSantis signed the bill in 
private and didn't issue a 
statement afterward. But 
he made it clear he sup¬ 
ports the changes made 
to the law enacted after a 
rifle-toting former student 
walked into Marjory Stone- 
man Douglas High School 
and killed 17 people in Feb¬ 
ruary 2018. 

The bill wasone of the most 


contentious of the legis¬ 
lative session that ended 
Saturday. It expands the 
"guardian" program that 
allows school districts to 
approve school employees 
and teachers with a role 
outside the classroom, such 
as a coach, to carry guns. 
School districts have to ap¬ 
prove and teachers have 
to volunteer. They then go 
through police-like training 
with a sheriff's office and 
undergo a psychiatric eval¬ 
uation and a background 
check. 

The new law expands 
the program to make all 
teachers eligible regard¬ 
less of whetherthey have a 
non-classroom role. 
Democrats spent hours ar¬ 


guing against the bill, say¬ 
ing it could lead to acci¬ 
dental shootings, or that a 


teacher could panic and 
fire during a confrontation

SALEM, Ore. (AP) — Tens 
of thousands of teach¬ 
ers across Oregon walked 
off the job Wednesday to 
demand more money for 
schools, holding signs and 
wearing red shirts that have 
become synonymous with 
a nationwide movement 
pushing lawmakers to bet- 
terfund education. 

Schools around the state, 
including Oregon's larg¬ 
est district, Portland Public 
Schools, closed for at least 
part of the day. Most of¬ 
fered day care and free 
lunch programs. 

An estimated 25,000 peo¬ 
ple massed in a downtown 
Portland park for a rally be¬ 
fore marching through the 
city. The mix of teachers, 
parents and students wore 
red to support the "Red for 
Ed" campaign that's tak¬ 
en hold nationwide and 
chanted that slogan. 

It was one of many pro¬ 
tests statewide that called 
on lawmakers to expand 
school funding in Oregon, 
which has some of the 
largest class sizes and low¬ 
est graduation rates in the 
United States 

Kathy Paxton-Williams, who 


attended public school 
in Oregon and has been 
teaching in Portland for 
more than 20 years, said 
she has seen dramatic 
changes 

"Every year, for the last 21 
years, there's been cuts 
and cuts and cuts," she 
said. 

The walkout follows a wave 
ofteacheractivism that be¬ 
gan in West Virginia in 2018 
and wasfollowed by Okla¬ 
homa, Kentucky, Arizona 
and elsewhere. Teachers in 
North Carolina and South 
Carolina rallied at their re¬ 
spective state capitols last 
weekseeking more money. 
Unlike other states, Oregon 
teachers are not seeking 
pay raises or other union 
demands. They say they're 
walking out to highlight 
classroom conditions and 
how years of low funding 
has affected learning op¬ 
portunities. 

Some school administrators 
didn't agree with the walk¬ 
out. In Grants Pass, one of 
Oregon's most conserva¬ 
tive cities, students are 
volunteering to wash fire- 
trucks or play music in nurs¬ 
ing homes to show why the 
community should value 
education, Superintendent 


Kirk Kolb said. 

'Walking out of school and 
closing school, we agree 
that's not a message we 
want to represent," Kolb 
said. 'We have to be there 
for our kids because they 
rely on usto provide them a 
real positive, stable place." 
Districts decided whether 
to close schools, and in 
many cases, they will have 
to make up forthe lost time. 
Portland Public Schools, 
for example, closed all 
day when more than 500 
teachers said they would 
participate, spokesman 
Harry Esteve said. The dis¬ 
trict is adding a day to the 
end of the year. 

The walkout comes as 
Republican senators are 
blocking a vote on legisla¬ 
tion to raise $1 billion a year 
for schools The absence 
of all 12 Republicans for a 
second day Wednesday 
denied the Senate enough

members to vote on the 
half a percent tax on some 
of Oregon'swealthiest busi¬ 
nesses. Republicanssay the 
tax plan would raise the 
prices of consumer goods 
without fixing the educa¬ 
tion system. They also said 
they would not support 
a funding package that 
doesn't address the state's 
pension debt, which has 
soared past $25 billion. 

GOP Sen. Tim Knopp says 
Republicans are "in forthe 
long haul" and won't re¬ 
turn to the state Capitol in 
Salem until majority Demo- 
cratsagree to renegotiate. 
About 1,500 teachers and 
supporters marched to the 
state Capitol, chanting, 
"Do your job!" to press Re¬ 
publicans to come backto 
vote. 

John Larson, president of 
the Oregon Education As¬ 
sociation, said Republi¬ 
cans' refusal is exactly why 


teachersare protesting. 

"It just mystifies me that 
adults just can't sit in a 
room and do what's right 
for kids," he said. 

Oregon schools are un¬ 
usually dependent on 
state money after voters 
changed the school fund¬ 
ing formula in the 1990s in 
an effort to limit property 
taxes Since then, lawmak¬ 
ers have struggled to find 
an adequate source of rev¬ 
enue to keep up with rising 
costs. 

The walkout builds on the 
previous strikes nationwide 
but also shows teacher de¬ 
mands are going beyond 
pay, said Robert Bruno, an 
expert on teacher labor is¬ 
sues at the University of Il¬ 
linois, Urbana-Champaign. 
"Now the issues are far 
more diverse, and they're 
about cultural inclusion, 
they're about fighting pov¬ 
erty, about making sure 
that you get schools some 
nurses,"he said. 

For example, teachers in 
Woodbum say they need 
more counselors and sup¬ 
port staffers to respond to 
the increasing number of 
students displaying com¬ 
plex behavioral problems 
A third of students are Eng¬ 
lish language learners and 
over 40% of families rely on 
food stamps in the town 
about 30 miles (48 kilome¬ 
ters) south of Portland. 

'They have to be both a 
teacher and a counselor 
to the more than 30 kids in 
their class," said Cherene 
Mills, a teacher at Valor 
Middle School. 

Some pa rents said they un¬ 
derstood the reasons be¬ 
hind the walkout. 

"It's inconvenient, yeah, 
but it's something that has 
to happen," said Arman¬ 
do Gonzalez, who said he 
worked from home to care 
for his two daughters. "But, 
hey, what's a little inconve¬ 
nience when it's about do¬ 
ing right by our kids?'□

HIGHLANDS RANCH, Colo. 
(AP) — When a gunman 
burst into his high school 
classroom, Kendrick Cas¬ 
tillo did not hesitate. 

"The 18-year-old immedi¬ 
ately charged, pinning the 
attackerto the wall before 
Castillo was fatally shot 
protecting classmates, wit¬ 
nesses said. Ashe charged, 
so did two other students 
One of them, Brendan Bi- 
aly, wrestled the gun from 
the shooter's hand and the 
students subdued him. 

A second shooterwascap- 
tured by an armed security 
guard. 

Authorities said these acts 
of bravery helped minimize 
the bloodshed from Tues¬ 
day's attack, which also 
wounded eight people. 
'We're going to hearabout 
very heroic things that 
have taken place at the 
school," Douglas County 
Sheriff Tony Spurlock said 
Wednesday. 

The attackers were identi¬ 
fied by law enforcement 
officials as 18-year-old Dev¬ 
on Erickson and a 16-year- 
old who prosecutors identi¬ 
fied as Maya McKinney but 
whose attorney said uses 
male pronouns and the 
name Alec. The two alleg¬ 
edly walked into the STEM 
School Highlands Ranch 
through an entrance with¬ 
out metal detectors and 
opened fire in two class¬ 
rooms 

Because the attack hap¬ 
pened only miles from Col¬ 
umbine High School and 
just weeks after the shoot¬ 
ing's 20th anniversary, ques¬ 
tions quickly arose about 
whether it was inspired by 
the 1999 massacre. But in¬ 
vestigators offered no im¬ 
mediate motive. 

Castillo sprang into action 
against the shooter "and 


immediately was on top 
of him with complete dis¬ 
regard for his own safety," 
said Bialy, a close friend of 
Castillo's who has signed 
up to join the Marines 
A member of the school's 
robotics club and a relent¬ 
less tinkerer, Castillo had an 
infectious smile and gentle 
sense of humor, according 
to friends. He worked part- 
time at a local manufac¬ 
turing company that had 
offered him a job after an 
internship because he was 
such a standout employee. 
'To find he went down as 
a hero, I'm not surprised. 
That's exactly who Kend- 
rickwas,"said Rachel Short, 
president of the company, 
Ba c c a ra. 

Cecilia Bedard, 19, had 
known Castillo since el¬ 
ementary school and said 
he was always friendly, 
modest and excited to 
help people. He made a 
point of always joining his 
father at Knights of Colum¬ 
bus fundraisers and bingo 
nig hts 

"He was amazing," Bedard 
said. "He was honestly the 
sweetest kid I ever met. 
Neversaid a mean joke." 
Bialy smiled as he recount¬ 
ed the struggle with the 
shooter to reporters, saying 
that he wanted to focus 
on the positive. 'They com¬ 
pletely and utterly failed in 
a matter of half a minute," 
he said ofthe attackers. 
"What I saw yesterday was 
the absolute best of peo¬ 
ple," he added. 

Bialy would not identify the 
third student who helped 
subdue the gunman, but 
the family of Jason Jones 
put out a statement saying 
he was shot twice while dis¬ 
arming one ofthe attack¬ 
ers. 

The security guard who de¬ 
tained the second armed 
suspect was employed by 
Boss High Level Protection, 
a company started by a 


former SWAT team leader 
who responded to the Col¬ 
umbine shooting. The own¬ 
er, Grant Whitus, told The 
Associated Press the securi¬ 
ty guard is a former Marine 
who ran to the area ofthe 
shootings and confronted 
one ofthe armed students 
in a hallway. 

The guard drew his weap¬ 
on and apprehended the 
person, Whitus said. 

"He doesn't even realize 
how many lives he saved 
by stopping a school shoot¬ 
ing," Whitus said. 

Both suspects were stu¬ 
dents at the school, and 
they were not previously 
known to authorities, Spur¬ 
lock said. 

Erickson made his first court 
appearance Wednesday 
and kept his head down. 
His black hair, streaked 
with purple dye, covered 
his face as he nodded in 
response to most of Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Theresa 
Slade's questions. At one 
point, the judge requested 
a verbal answer to wheth¬ 
er he had any questions 
about the proceedings. Er¬ 
ickson simply replied "No." 
McKinney, who has a short 
brown haircut, made eye 
contactwith the judge and 
answered questions in a 
clear but quiet voice, say¬ 
ing 'Yes, your honor' 1 and 
"No, your honor." 

District attorney George 
Brauchler said he has not 
decided whether to file 
adult charges but add¬ 
ed that McKinney is old 
enough to be charged as 
an adult without a judge's 
review. 

Formal charges were ex¬ 
pected to be filed by Fri¬ 
day. Brauchler said he 
could not discuss any mo¬ 
tive or weapons used in the 
attack. 

A message left at a phone 
number listed for Erickson's 
home was not immediately 
returned. 


J osh Dutton, 18, said he was 
close friends with Erickson 
in middle school but had 
not seen him for four years 
while attending a different 
high school. On Sunday, he 
spotted Erickson at a local 
light rail station and said he 
wasshocked at how much 
his friend had changed. 
Erickson wore all black and 
was significantly thinner 
and did not seem interest¬ 
ed in talking. 

"He said he'd just turned 18 
and he owned rifles," Dut¬ 
ton said. 

The shooting took place 
exactly a week after a 
gunman killed two stu¬ 
dents and wounded four 
at the University of North 
Carolina-Charlotte. In that 
case aswell, one ofthe fa¬ 
talities was a student who 
charged the attacker. 


The Colorado attack un¬ 
folded came nearly three 
weeks after neighboring 
Uttleton marked the anni¬ 
versary of the Columbine 
attack that killed 13 peo¬ 
ple. The two schools are 
separated by about7 miles 
(11 kilometers) in adjacent 
communities south of Den- 
ver.Brauchlersaid the com¬ 
munity remains resilient in 
the face of multiple shoot¬ 
ings, including Columbine, 
the 2012 theater shooting 
in the Denversuburb of Au¬ 
rora and the 2013 shooting 
at Arapahoe High School.

BERLIN (AP) — The world 
powers struggling to pre¬ 
serve a nuclear deal with 
Iran are facing an increas¬ 
ingly uphill battle, with a 
new deadline from Teh¬ 
ran on finding a solution 
to make up for last year's 
unilateral U.S. withdrawal 
from the accord and the 
increasing economic hard¬ 
ship that has put on the Is¬ 
lamic Republic. 

After Iran notified Britain, 
Russia,China,the European 
Union, France and Germa¬ 
ny of its intentions in a letter, 
Iranian President Hassan 
Rouhani said in a televised 
address Wednesday that 
the nations have 60 days 
to come up with a plan to 
shield his country from the 
sanctions imposed by U.S. 
President Donald Trump af¬ 
ter he pulled Washington 
out of the deal. 

"If the five countriesjoin ne¬ 
gotiations and help Iran to 
reach its benefits in the field 
of oil and banking, Iran will 
return to its commitments 
according to the nuclear 
deal," Rouhani said. 

The 2015 deal, intended to 
keep Iran from obtaining a 
nuclearweapon, promised 
economic incentives in ex¬ 
change for restrictions on its 
nuclear activities Despite

ing Britain was not ready to 
give up on the J CPOA. 
"Foraslong aslran keepsits 
commitments then so, too, 
will the United Kingdom," 
he said. 

Hunt said Britain and the 
U.S. agreed on the need 
to confront the threat from 
Iran, but "it's no secret we 
have a different approach 
on how best to achieve 
that." 

Pompeo was restrained in 
his own assessment of the 
letter that Iran sent to the 
JCPOA group outlining its 
intentions. 

"I think it was intentionally 
ambiguous," he said. 'We'll 
have to wait to see what 
Iran's actions actually are. 
They have made have 
made a number of state¬ 
ments about actions they 
have threatened to do in 
order to get the world to 
jump." 

In his television address, 
Rouhani also tried a gambit 
designed to hit a sore spot 
forEurope, overthe issue of 
migration and drug-smug¬ 
gling. 

Noting that Iran now coop¬ 
era teson issueslike control¬ 
ling immigration and tar¬ 
geting Afghan opium and 
hashish traffickers, he said: 
'You are obliged ... foryour 
own security, forprotecting 
your youths against drugs 
as well as controlling influx 
of immigrants." 

There was no immediate 
response from officials in 
Europe, which hasseen an 
influx of refugees and mi¬ 
grants from the Middle East 
in recent years. 

China, a key Iranian ally 
and trading partner, sug¬ 
gested that Washington's 
recent decision to deploy 
an aircraft carrier group 
and a bomber wing to the 
Middle East to confront un¬ 
specified threats from Teh¬ 
ran had added fuel to the 
fire.

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UN chief says'total disaster' if warming notstopped

UNITED NATIONS(AP) — The 

United Nations secretary- 
general said the world 
must dramatically change 
the way it fuels factories, 
vehicles and homes to 
limit future warming to a 
level scientists call nearly 
impossible. 

"That's because the 
alternative "would mean 
a catastrophic situation 
for the whole world," 
Antonio Guterres told "The 
Associated Press in an 
exclusive interview. 
Guterres said he's about 
to tour Pacific islands to 
see how climate change 
is devastating them as 
part of his renewed push 
to fight it. He is summoning 
world leaders to the U.N. 
in September to tell them 
'they need to do much 
more in order for us to be 
able to reverse the present 
trends and to defeat the 
climate change." 

"That means, he said, the 
world hasto change, not in 
small incremental ways but 
in big 'transformative"ways, 
into a green economy with 
electric vehiclesand "clean 
cities." 

Guterres said he will ask 
leaders to stop subsidizing 
fossil fuels. Burning coal, oil 
and gas triggers wanning 
by releasing heat-trapping 
gases. 

He said he wants countries 
to build no new coal power 
plants after 2020. He wants 
them to put a price on 
the use of carbon. And 
ultimately he wants to 
make sure that by 2050 the 
world is no longer putting 
more greenhouse gases 
into the air than nature 
sucks out. 


Global temperatures 
have already risen about 
1.8 degrees (1 degree 
Celsius) since the industrial 
age began. "The issue 
is how much more the 
thermometers will rise. 

In 2015, the world's nations 
set a goal to limit global 
warming to no more than 
0.9 degrees (0.5 degrees 
Celsius) from now. Most 
scientists say it is highly 
unlikely, if not outright 
undoable, to keep man¬ 
made climate change 
that low, especially 
since emissions of heat 
trapping gases are rising, 
renewable energy growth 
is plateauing, and some 
countries' leaders and 
voters a re balking. A panel 
of scientists the U.N. asked 
to look at the issue ran 
computer models for more 
than 500 future scenarios, 
and less than 2% achieved 
those warming limits. 
Guterressaid the wholesale 


economic changes 

needed to keep the 
temperature from rising 
another degree or more 
may be painful, but there 
will be more pain if the 
world fails 

"If you don't hang on to 
that goal, what you'll 
achieve is a total disaster," 
the secretary-general said 
in his 38th floor conference 
room. 

If countries only do what 
they promised in the 2015 
Paris climate agreement, 
it would be catastrophic 
because the world would 
warm by another 4.5 
degrees (2.5 degrees 
Celsius), Guterres said, 
adding 'that is why we 
need to dramatically 
accelerate... what 

everybody knows needs to 
be done." 

Yet, globally the trends 
are going the other way.

Jonathan Overpeck said it 
looks unlikely that the world 
could prevent another 
1.8 degrees (1 Celsius) 
of warming, let alone 0.9 
degrees. 

And in an odd way 
that gives the U.N. chief 
optimism. 

Because asdisastersmount 
and deaths increase, the 
public, especially youths, 
will realize that wanning 
is "a dramatic threat to 
the whole of humankind," 
Guterressaid. 

So the worse it gets, the 
more people will demand 
change, he said. 

"That's why he's about to 
visit the isla nds of Fiji, Tuva lu 
and Vanuatu in the Pacific 
Ocean, which he said is hit 
hardest by climate change. 
Guterres said he wants 
to use the determination 
and moral authority of 
the people who live on 
the threatened islands to 
convince world leaders to 


make necessary change. 
Here are some excerpts 
from the 25-minute 
interview with Guterres, 
who said he used to love 
steak houses but now only 
goes once every three 
months because livestock 
contribute significantly to 
warming."The questionsand 
answers have been edited 
forclarity and length: 

Q: How can you be

"Things are getting worse. 
Temperatures are rising 
faster than expected. We 
see the Arctic melting. We 
see glaciers disappearing. 
We see corals bleaching. 
We see biodiversity being 
dramatically threatened. 
So things are getting 
worse and worse. But 
the political will has been 
slow. We need to reverse 
this trend. We need to 
make people understand 
that this is not sustainable. 
And the reason why I'm 
optimistic is that I feel that 
more and more people are 
convinced of that. And as 
more and more people 
are convinced of that, I 
believe governments will 
feel the need to increase 
their political will which at 
this present moment is still 
lagging behind.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran 
threatened Wednesday to 
enrich its uranium stockpile 
closer to weapons-grade 
levels in 60 days if world 
powers fail to negotiate 
new terms for its 2015 nu¬ 
clear deal, raising regional 
tensions as a U.S. aircraft 
carrierand bombers head¬ 
ed to the Middle East to 
confront Tehran. 

A televised add ress by Pres¬ 
ident Hassan Rouhani, who 
once pledged that the 
landmark deal would draw 
Iran closerto the West, saw 
the cleric instead pressure 
Europe to shield Tehran 
from the sanctionsimposed 
by President Donald Trump 
withdrawing the U.S. from 
the agreement exactly a 
yea readier. 

Rouhani's threats put the 
world on notice that it can¬ 
not continue to rely on Iran 
complying with terms of the 
unraveling deal in the com¬ 
ing weeks Meanwhile, a 
U.S. campaign of sanctions 
hammering Iran's anemic 
economy and blocking 
its sale of oil on the global 
market is only making life 
worse, putting further pres¬ 
sure on both its Shiite the¬ 
ocracy and its 80 million 
people. 

Later Wednesday, Trump 
issued an executive order 
announcing new sanctions 
targeting Iran's steel, alumi¬ 
num, copperand iron sec¬ 
tors, which provide foreign 
currency earnings for Teh¬ 
ran. 

Rouhani earlier compared 
the situation to a medical 
emergency for the Islamic 
Republic, only 40 years af¬ 
ter its founding. 

'We felt that the nuclear 
deal needs a surgery, and 
the pa inkiller pills of the last 
year have been ineffec¬ 
tive," Rouhani said. 'This sur¬ 
gery is for saving the deal, 
not destroying it." 

Iran on Wednesday 
stopped its sale of excess 
uranium and heavy water 
asa first step, Rouhani said, 
something required under 
the deal. The U.S. last week 
ended deals allowing Iran 
to exchange its enriched 
uranium for unrefined yel- 
lowcake uranium with Rus¬ 


sia, and to sell its heavy wa¬ 
ter, which is used asa cool¬ 
ant in nuclear reactors, to 
Oman. 

In 60 days, if no new deal 
is in place, Iran will increase 
its enrichment of uranium 
beyond the accord-permit¬ 
ted 3.67% which can fuel a 
commercial nuclearpower 
plant. Rouhani did not say 
how far Iran would be will¬ 
ing to enrich, although the 
head of its nuclear pro¬ 
gram again reiterated Iran 
could reach 20% enrich¬ 
ment within fourdays. 

Once a country enriches 
uranium to around 20% sci¬ 
entists say the time needed 
to reach the 90%threshold 
for weapons-grade ura¬ 
nium is halved. Iran long 
has maintained its nuclear 
program is for peaceful 
purposes However, Iranian 
state television's English- 
language service Press TV, 
citing sourcesclose to pres¬ 
idency, said the country 
would withdraw from the 
Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty if Europeans sought 
to sanction Iran at the U.N. 
Security Council. 

Rouhani also said that if the 
60 days pass without ac¬ 
tion, Iran will ha It a Chinese- 
led effort to redesign its 
Arak heavy water nuclear 
reactor. Such reactors pro¬ 
duce plutonium that can 
be used in nuclear weap¬ 
ons. 


Iran notified Britain, Russia, 
China, the European Union, 
France and Germany of its 
decision earlier in the day. 
All were signatories to the 
nucleardeal and continue 
to support it. Iranian Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Ja- 
vad Srif met Wednesday 
in Moscow with his Russian 
counterpart Sergey Lavrov 
and offered a letteraswell. 
"If the five countriesjoin ne¬ 
gotiations and help Iran to 
reach its benefits in the field 
of oil and banking, Iran will 
return to its commitments 
according to the nuclear 
deal," Rouhani said. 

Srif separately issued his 
own warning from Moscow. 
"After a year of patience, 
Iran stops measures that 
(the) US has made impossi¬ 
ble to continue," he tweet¬ 
ed. World powers have "a 
narrowing window to re¬ 
verse this." 

Reaction came swiftly from 
Israeli Prime Minister Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu, a staunch 
c ritic of Ira n a nd the nuc le- 
ardeal. 

"I heard that Iran intends 
to continue its nuclear pro¬ 
gram. We will notallow Iran 
to obtain nuclear weap¬ 
ons," Netanyahu said. 'We 
will continue to fight those 
who seek to take our lives, 
and we will thrust our roots 
even deeper into the soil of 
ourhomeland."

nation and its armed forc¬ 
es," the statement said, ac¬ 
cording to the semi-official 
Fa rs news agency. 

The 2015 deal lifted sanc¬ 
tions on Iran in exchange 
for limits on its nuclear pro¬ 
gram. It reached the deal 
after years of negotiations, 
including secret talks in 
Oman between Iran and 
the administration offormer 
President Barack Obama. 
The U.S. withdrew from the 
deal under Trump, whose 
administration contends 
the accord should have 
limited Iran's ballistic missile 
program and what it de¬ 
scribes as Tehran's malign 
regional influence. 
However, the U.N.'s atomic 
watchdog, the Internation¬ 
al Atomic Energy Agency, 
repeatedly has verified 
that Iran stuck to terms of 
the deal. The agency did 
not respond to a request 
for comment Wednesday. 
Afterthe U.S. withdrew from 
the accord, it restored the 
crippling sanctions, exacer¬ 
bating a severe economic 
crisis. The Iranian rial, which 
traded at 32,000 to $1 at the 
time of the accord, traded 
Wednesday at 153,500. 
That Iran chose to keep 
its excess uranium and 
heavy water first, rather 
than abandon the accord 
in its entirety, shows it still 
hopes to secure a deal. In 
years of negotiations over 
its nuclear program, Iran 
similarly has gone step-by- 
step in ramping its activities 
while holding talks. It also 
protects Rouhani, a rela¬ 
tive moderate cleric within 
Iran's Shiite theocracy, from 
criticism by hard-liners who 
long maintained Iran gave 
up too muc h in the nuc lea r 
deal.

— South Africans voted 
Wednesday in presidential 
and parliamentary elec¬ 
tions amid issues of corrup¬ 
tion and unemployment. 

It is25 years since the end of 
apartheid, but despite the 
demise of the harsh system 
of racial discrimination, the 
country remains divided by 
economic inequality. 

Ihe African National Con¬ 
gress, the party of Nelson 
Mandela that has been in 
power since 1994, is likely 
to win a majority but it will 
face a difficult challenge 
to do as well as five years 
ago. 

The party has been tar¬ 
nished by widespread cor¬ 
ruption scandals and a 
national unemployment 
rate of 27% that has left 
many voters disillusioned.

Ihe ANC's leader, Presi¬ 
dent Cyril Ramaphosa, has 
campaigned on promises 
to clean up his party, an 


acknowledgment of the 
problems that forced his 
predecessor to resign last 
year. 


Opposition leader Mmusi 
Maimane, who has cam¬ 
paigned vigorously against 
corruption, was one of the 


first voters at the Dobson- 
ville polling station in Sowe¬ 
to, Johannesburg's largest 
black township. 

"Soweto represents to me 
the home of the struggle 
against apartheid and it is 
where we are now strug¬ 
gling against corruption 
and for a new govern¬ 
ment," Maimane said after 
casting his ballots. 
BlacksupportforMaimane's 
party, the Democratic Al¬ 
liance, is limited because 
it is generally perceived to 
be run by whites. 

In the working class suburb 
of Kempton Park, in east¬ 
ern Johannesburg, Albert 
Lethole, 65, said it felt good 
to vote. He said he voted 
in the first all-race elections 
in 1994. 'Things have been 
changing slowly but more 
needs to be done," said 
Lethole of changes since

J a pa n's emperor reports Id Shinto gods week after sue c ess on

TOKYO (AP) - J a pa n's Em¬ 
peror Naruhito performed 
a Shinto ritual at the pal¬ 
ace Wednesday to report 
to imperial family gods the 
plansforthe main ceremo¬ 
nies of his succession later 
this year. 

Naruhito ascended to the 
Chrysanthemum Throne on 
May 1, the day after his fa¬ 
ther Akihito abdicated. 
Naruhito, wearing a head- 
dnessand an ancient outfit 
dyed in the color of burnt 
orange, prayed at the 
Kashikodokoro shrine, fol¬ 
lowed by palace officials 
who carried the imperial 


regalia of a sacred sword 
a nd jewel he inherited from 
his father. He later prayed 
at two other main palace 
shrines. 

Enshrined at Kashikodokoro 
is the goddess Amaterasu, 
who is the mythological 
ancestress of J apan's em¬ 
perors. 

A main ascension ceremo¬ 
ny is planned in October, 
when thousands of guests 
from in and outside Japan 
will be invited, followed 
by a religious harvest rite 
in November. The harvest 
rite is funded by the gov¬ 
ernment, which some ex¬ 
perts say could violate the 
constitutional separation of 


state and religion. 

The 59-year-old new em¬ 
peror is a historian who 
studied at Oxford. He is J a - 
pan's first emperor bom af¬ 
ter Wo rid Warll and the first 
who has studied overseas. 
Naruhito in a statement on 
his succession pledged to 
emulate his father in seek¬ 
ing peace and staying 
close to the people. 
Empress Masako also 
prayed at the three 
shrines after Naruhito on 
Wednesday for the first 
time since 2002 before 
she largely receded from 
public appearances due 
to stress-induced mental 
conditions.Q

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— The head of Venezuela's 
top court on Wednesday 
rejected a U.S. threat to ap¬ 
ply sanctions to all its judg¬ 
es, accusing the Trump ad¬ 
ministration of trying to ma¬ 
nipulate the crisis-wracked 
nation's justice system and 
foment a coup. 

Maikel Moreno, president 
of the Supreme Tribunal of 
Justice, pushed back on 
comments by Vice Presi¬ 
dent Mike Pence, who said 
the U.S. would extend sanc¬ 
tions to all members of the 
Venezuelan court if they 
continue to be a "political 
tool" of President Nicolas 
Madura. 

'This unlawful, despicable 
and intolerable action vio¬ 
lates the norms and prin¬ 
ciples of international law 
that govern relations be¬ 
tween civilized nations," 
said Moreno, a political ally 
of the Madura, speaking in 
a nationally broadcast TV 
appearance. Moreno al¬ 
ready faces U.S. sanctions. 
The oil-rich nation is locked 
in a political struggle be¬ 
tween socialist President 
Madura and opposition 


leader Juan Guaido, who 
is backed by the United 
States and more than 50 
other nations. 

Guaido took to the streets 
of at least two communi- 
tieson Wednesday to keep 
up momentum among 
Venezuelans, meeting sup¬ 
porters in his hometown of 
La Guaira and surrounding 
communities. 

More than 3 million Ven¬ 


ezuelans have left their 
homeland in recent years 
amid skyrocketing inflation 
and shortages of food and 
medicine, and Pence and 
other Trump administration 
officials have warned that 
2 million more are expect¬ 
ed to flee by the end of 
the year if the nation's crisis 
continues 

In his speech a day earlier, 
Pence said the U.S. would 


extend sanctions to all 
members of Venezuela's 
Supreme Court if they con¬ 
tinue to prop up Madura. 
The U.S. already has sanc¬ 
tions on about 150 officials 
and businessesin the coun¬ 
try. 

The U.S. lifted sanctions on 
a top Venezuelan general 
who broke ranks with Mad¬ 
ura, trying to help the op¬ 
position regain momentum 


in the face of a govern¬ 
ment crackdown following 
last week's failed uprising. 
Pence said the immediate 
lifting of financial sanctions 
for Gen. Manuel Figuera, 
who was Venezuela's spy 
chief, is intended to en¬ 
courage others in the mili¬ 
tary to abandon their sup¬ 
port forMaduro. 

The move was a display of 
"good faith" designed to 
elicit "concrete and mean¬ 
ingful actions to restore 
democratic order" by doz¬ 
ens of other sanctioned 
Venezuelan insiders, the 
Treasury Department said 
in a statement. 

Figuera wasthe sole regime 
insiderto defy Madura dur¬ 
ing the uprising, although 
the White House contends 
several others, including 
Defense Minister Vladimir 
Padrino, had had been 
in talks for weeks with the 
opposition to oust Madura 
but backed away from the 
plan at the last minute. 

As the U.S. looked to lure 
the Venezuelan military, 
Madura and his allies start¬ 
ed going after opponents 
who supported the upris¬ 
ing. □

Souza criticized Witzel's 
campaign promise to use 
helicopters as a platform 
for sharpshooters, who 
could target anyone carry¬ 
ing a weapon. 

"Rio's biggest problem is 
thatthere is no public secu¬ 
rity policy," Souza said in a 
separate statement. 'What 
we have, isa govemorwho 
thinks he isa vigilante, and 
says that the only security 
protocol applicable in his 
government is to aim and 


shoot in the head." 

The lettercame a few days 
after Witzel posted a video 


of himself flying in a heli¬ 
copter with police officers 
aiming rifles at residential 


areasbelow. 

Souza and other critics say 
the shooting of suspects 


from helicopters is illegal, 
and can only be justified in 
very specific cases, such as 
when victims are held hos¬ 
tages 

Witzel defended hissecurity 
strategy Wednesday at an 
event attended by far-right 
President J air Bolsonaro, a 
political ally.

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Marginal growth prospects for Aruban economy 




ORANJ ESIAD — Today, the 
Cenbale Bank van Amba 
(CBA) published the re¬ 
vised Economic Outlook for 
2019. Ihis publication also 
includes updated projec¬ 
tions for 2018 to reflect the 
most recent developments 
and data. 

The economy of Aruba is 
projected to grow in real 
terms by 0.9 percent in 2019 
(nominal: 2.4 percent), ac¬ 
cording to the most recent 
estimation of the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA).Ihe 
2018 estimate of the real 


gross domestic product 
(GDP) growth was raised 
by 1.4 percentage points 
to 0.9 percent, due to high- 
erincome from tourism and 
a smaller contraction of 
investment than previously 
anticipated. 

Tourism service exports, the 
main driver of economic 
growth, are estimated to 
have grown by 2.7 per¬ 
cent (real terms) in 2018. 
Ihis g rowth is led by a rise in 
tourist arrivals. Ihe tourism 
outlook for 2019 is positive, 
with tourism service exports 


growing by 2.6 percent 
(real terms). Actual invest¬ 
ment activity in 2018 was 
higher than previously an¬ 
ticipated, but not sufficient 
to realize a gain. In 2019, 
investments are expected 
to expand significantly. 
Real private consumption is 
estimated to have posted 
a 1.7 percent decline in 

2018. This is mainly due to 
the introduction of the new 
tax levy in J uly of 2018. For 

2019, private consumption 
is like ly to c o ntra c t further. 
The year2018experienced 
a 12-month average infla¬ 


tion rate of 3.6 percent. 
While electricity and wa¬ 
ter prices remained un¬ 
changed throughout the 
year, gasoline prices rose 
gradually. For 2019, the 
higher tax levy is expected 
to continue to exercise in¬ 
flationary pressure. 

Real GDP is projected to 
grow by an average annu¬ 
al rate of 1.1 percent in the 
medium term. This is based 
on information obtained 
on envisioned investment 
projects, e.g., related to 
the airport, and several 


tourism-related projects In 
the medium term, the val¬ 
ue of the import of goods is 
expected to show a struc¬ 
ture I g ro wth. This inc rea se is 
induced by an anticipated 
higherworld oil price, stron¬ 
ger consumption demand 
(from residents and tour¬ 
ists), as well as boosting 
investment volumes. Addi¬ 
tionally, the government of 
Aruba is expected to make 
less use of foreign debt fi¬ 
nancing, thus causing a 
downward effect on the 
net foreign reserves of Aru¬ 
ba in the years to come. □

Nadal overcomes stomach vims 
to advance in Madrid Open

MADRID (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal was concerned go¬ 
ing into his first match at 
the Madrid Open. 

He lost practice time 
ahead of the tournament 
because of a stomach vi¬ 
rus and didn't know exactly 
how his body would react 
when he stepped onto the 
"Magic Box" center court 
on Wednesday. 

But despite the lack of 
preparation and the physi¬ 
cal toll of the illness, Nadal 
cruised to a 6-3, 6-3 win 
over Canadian teenager 
Felix Auger-Aliassime to 
reach the third round in the 
Spanish capital. 

Playing only a few days af¬ 
terfalling ill, Nadal lost only 
four points on his serve in 
the first set and broke Au¬ 
ger-Aliassime three times in 
the second. 

"I've had this stomach virus 
fora few days so thiswasa 
very important match for 
me," the second-ranked 
Spaniard said. "I've been 
improving butobviouslythe 
body remains a bit debili¬ 
tated for a while. I'm very 
happy with the victory. It 
wasvery important." 

Nadal is trying to rebound 
from consecutive elimina¬ 
tions in the semifinals of 
both Monte Carlo and Bar¬ 
celona, which marked his 
worst start to the clay-court 
season in fouryears. 


'The important thing is to 
win, you know, especially 
given what's happened in 
the lastthree days,"he said. 
"In general, it's a day to be 
very satisfied, very happy." 
A five-time champion in 
Madrid, Nadal will next 
face American FrancesTia- 
foe, who defeated Philipp 
Kohlschreiber6-4, 3-6, 6-3. 
"He is playing really well," 
Nadal said of liafoe. "He 
has that drive and energy 
and it will be a good test for 
me and an opportunity for 
me to play a tough match 
and to keep improving." 
The 18-year-old Auger-Ali¬ 
assime is having his break¬ 
through season on tour, 
having moved to 30th in 
the rankings after reach¬ 
ing the final in Rio and the 
semifinals in Miami. 

He converted on his only 
break opportunity of the 
match late in the sec¬ 
ond set, but Nadal broke 
right back to close out the 
match. The 17-time Grand 
Slam champion converted 
four of his 10 break oppor¬ 
tunities, with the last one 
coming on his sixth-match 
point of the final game. 

The last match of the day 
was also the last ever on 
tourforDavid Ferrer, whose 
career came to an end 
with a 6-4, 6-1 loss to de¬ 
fending champion Alexan¬ 
der Zverev. The 37-year-old 
Spaniard had said before 


the tournament he wasn't 
fit enough to keep com¬ 
peting at a high level. 

Ferrer finished his 20-year 
career with 27 singles titles, 
fifth-best among active 
players behind the top four 
of Roger Federer, Rafael 
Nadal, NovakDjokovic and 
Andy Murray. Ferrer had 
733 wins in 1,111 matches, 
fourth-best among active 
players. 

"I couldn't keep playing at 
the leve I tha 11 wa nted, b ut 
I'm very happy and very 
proud of my career," Ferrer 
said.

'that calming factor" for a 
team making its first playoff 
appearance in six seasons. 
"He's been huge for us this 
series. He's been bringing it 
offensively, defensively and 
he helped us get off to a 
great start today." 

After Millsap got the Nug¬ 
gets going with a dozen 
first-quarter points, Nikola 
Jokic took over from there, 


scoring 25 pointsand pull¬ 
ing down 19 rebounds, ty¬ 
ing a team NBA playoff 
high. Murray added 18 
points to go with nine assists 
and zero turnovers.

BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) — Kim 

Pegula's desire to grow 
women's professional hock¬ 
ey will no longer involve 
a relationship with North 
America's remaining pro¬ 
fessional league. 

The owner of the Buf¬ 
falo Beauts announced 
Wednesday she's relinquish¬ 
ing control of the team in 
a move that could further 
jeopardize the future of the 
National Women's Hock¬ 
ey League as it struggles 
to keep its five franchises 
afloat and without the sup¬ 
port of the world'stop play¬ 
ers. 

'Our main goal has always 
been fostering the growth 
of women's hockey across 
all ages," Pegula said in a 
statement. 'We thank our 
Beauts players, staff, and 
fans for their support this 
past season. We will contin¬ 
ue to look for ways to suc¬ 
cessfully grow the women's 
game." 

Pegula did not cite reasons 
behind her decision, but it 
comes on the heels of the 
league still dealing with the 
fallout from last week's de¬ 
cision made by more than 
200 players pledging not to 
play professionally in North 


America next season. 

Ihe group of players fea¬ 
tured a vast majority of the 
Beauts roster, including U.S. 
national team defenseman 
Emily Pfalzerand Canadian 
national team goalie Shan¬ 
non Szabados 
Pegula informed NWHL 
Commissioner Dani Rylan 
of her decision last week, 
and the terms of the team's 
handover back to the 


league were determined 
during a conference call 
Tuesday, two people with 
direct knowledge of the 
discussions told Ihe Asso¬ 
ciated Press. The people 
spoke to "fhe AP on the 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause the discussions were 
private. 

The NWHL will re-assume 
control of the franchise, 
butwill have to renegotiate 


facility fees if the league in¬ 
tends to continue playing 
at the Pegula-owned Har- 
borCenter. Ihe league also 
will have to resume paying 
players' salaries and team 
travel costs, which will put 
an estimated $200,000 
dent in the NWHL's budget. 
Rylan thanked Pegula 
Sports for running the 
Beauts, before the league 
issued a separate state¬ 


mentsaying the NWHL was 
pleased to regain operat¬ 
ing control. 

'The fans of Western New 
York are among the most 
dedicated in the world, 
and we have had four ex¬ 
ceptional seasons of win¬ 
ning hockey and large 
crowds in Buffalo," the 
league said. 

Questions remain overhow 
easily the NWHL can move 
forward after losing one of 
its most influential backers. 
Pegula and her husband 
Terry also own the NHL's 
Sabres and NFL's Bills, and 
became the NWHL's first 
private owners upon pur¬ 
chasing the Beauts in De- 
cember2017. 
Theirdeparture comesata 
time the NWHL was raising 
the possibility of expanding 
into Toronto and Montreal 
after the Canadian Wom¬ 
en's Hockey League shut 
down as of May 1, citing 
financial woes. 

The CWHL's demise along 
with questions regarding 
the NWHL's long-term vi¬ 
ability led to the players' 
pledge in a bid to start over 
and establish a single eco¬ 
nomically sustainable pro¬ 
fessional league.Q

comments on Olympic competition

GOLD COAST, Australia 
(AP) — The head of the 
international boxing fed¬ 
eration has criticized IOC 
president Thomas Bach's 
comments that Olympic 
officials could organize the 
Tokyo 2020 boxing tourna¬ 
ment if the sport's federa¬ 
tion can't get its affairs in 
order. 

Bach said last weekend 
that the IOC wants the 
sport at next year's Tokyo 
Games and is prepared to 
organize both the qualifi¬ 
cation and the competi¬ 
tion if boxing's troubled 
international governing 
body, the AIBA, loses its 
Olympic status over lead¬ 
ership and financial prob¬ 
lems. 

'Organizing a sports event 


is a Iso not rocket science," 
Bach told a meeting in 
Sydney on Saturday. 'So 
I guess we will be able to 
manage it in the end. It's a 
very universal sport, so we 
want to have boxing on 
the program. If the case 
arises ... we would have 
to make an effort then to 
have such a tournament." 
AIBA executive director 
Tom Vingets said Bach's 
comments belittled the job 
of international sports fed¬ 
erations 

'We're very concerned 
about it," Virgets said in 
an interview with SNTV on 
Wednesday. 'We have 
concerns about it mostly 
forthe athletes and forthe 
programs 

'We're in the best position 
to ensure a good quality 
games. I think Mr. Bach's 


statement ... is disappoint¬ 
ing because Ithinkwe play 
a much more important 
role." 

Virgets said the AIBA had 
the institutional knowledge 
and "we understand the 
politics and all the behind 
the scenesthingsthattake 
place." 

'We've spent a yea rand a 
half reforming and I think 
we're in the best position 
because we have made 
all these corrective ac¬ 
tions." 

Relations between the IOC 
and AIBA have been tense 
since Uzbekistan business 
man Gafur Rakhimov was 
elected AIBA president in 
November, beating Ka¬ 
zakh candidate Serik Kon- 
akbayev. 

The U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment has alleged Rakhi¬ 


mov has links to organized 
crime and placed him un¬ 
der sanctions Rakhimov 
deniesthe allegations 
AIBA risks being derecog¬ 
nized next month after an 
IOC inquiry panel reports. 
An IOC board meeting on 
May 22 will receive the in¬ 
quiry report and can de¬ 
cide on what to do about 
the Tokyo tournament. The 


June 24-26 can then con¬ 
sider derecognizing the 
AIBA. 

Until then, AIBA is banned 
from contacting 2020 To¬ 
kyo Olympic organizers. 
Virgets said he hopes 
an agreement can be 
reached between his or¬ 
ganization and the IOC 
ahead of next year's

The word thyroid comes from the Greek “thura" 
which means "door," which is what the thyroid 
looks like. Your thyroid gland is the largest en¬ 
docrine gland and is situated in the front of the 
neck. Yourthyroid gland secretes iodine- rich 
hormones thyroxin and triiodothyronine which 
regulate your metabolism rate; but its effects 
are feltall overthe body. 

Thyroid glandsthatare notfunctioning optimal¬ 
ly produce a myriad of symptoms Many peo¬ 
ple experience unexplained cold hands and 
feet, low body temperature, sensitivity to cold, 
a feeling of always being chilled, headaches,

Meet the T. rex 
cousin who you could 
literally look down on 


WASHINGTON (AP) — His¬ 
tory's most frightening dino¬ 
saur, the Tyrannosa urns rex, 
came from a long line of 
pipsqueaks. 

Scientists have identified a 
new cousin oftheT. rexasa 
dinosaurthat only reached 
the 3-foot height of a tod¬ 
dler. If it stretched its duck¬ 
billed head, an adult hu¬ 
man maybe "would be 
looking at it in the eye," 
said Sterling Nesbitt, a pa¬ 
leontologist at Virginia 
Tech, who discovered the 
dinosaur. 

Nesbitt found a set of its 
bones in 1998 when he was 
16, while serving asa volun¬ 
teer on a dig in New Mex¬ 
ico with a famed paleon¬ 
tologist. But for about two 
decades, scientists weren't 
certain what it was, until 
othersmall cousinsofT rex 
were discovered. 

'The small group of tyran- 
nosauroid dinosaurs would 
give rise to some of the big¬ 
gest predators that we've 
ever seen," said Nesbitt, 
lead author of a study in 
Monday's journal Nature 


Ecology and Evolution. 

The new dinosaur is called 
Suskityrannus hazelae, 
named after the ZUni word 
forcoyote. Itdatesback92 
million years, about 20 mil¬ 
lion years before the T. rex 
stomped the Earth. 

The newly discovered cous¬ 
in — which wasthree times 
longer than it was tall — 
weighed between 45 and 
90 pounds, almost nothing 
compared to the nine-ton 
king of the dinosaurs. 
Suskityrannus hazalae isn't 
the first or even sma llest of 
the Tyrannosaurus family 
tree, but Nesbitt said it pro¬ 
vides the best example of 
how this family of modest¬ 
sized dinosaurs evolved 
into the towering horror of 
movies, television shows 
and nightmares. 
Smithsonian Institution pa- 
leobiologist Ha ns Sues, who 
wasn't part of the study, 
said it was an important 
find. "Suskityrannus is the 
first really good record of 
the early tyrannosaurs in 
North America," he wrote 
in an emailO

Meatsplainen How new plant- 
based buigeis compare to beef

NEW YORK (AP) — If you 

want to skip meat, a new 
era of options is here. 
Beyond Meat and Impos¬ 
sible Foods are among the 
companies racing to tap 
into the massive U.S. mar¬ 
ket of meat eaters by more 
closely mimicking the taste 
of beef than vegetarian 
patties of the past. Others 
are working to grow meat 
in labs. 

So are the plant-based pat¬ 
ties betterforyou orforthe 
planet? Here's what you 
might want to know before 
taking a bite: 

ARE THEY HEALTHIER? 

As with many questions 
about diet, it depends. 
For better or worse, patties 
from Beyond Meat and Im¬ 
possible Foods can be nu¬ 
tritionally similarto beef. 
Beyond Meat's 4-ounce 
patty is listed at 270 calories 
, while Impossible Foods' 
is listed at 240 calories . 
Ground beef's nutritional 
profile can range, but a 
similarly sized patty with 
80% lean meat has around 
290 calories. 

Protein content isaboutthe 
same, while other nutrients 
vary. Some may like that 
the plant-based patties 
have fiber, but dislike that 
they're higherin sodium. 

For overall diet, what mat¬ 


ters more might be how the 
pattiesare served, whether 
it's at Burger King , White 
Castle orelsewhere. 

At Umami Burger in New 
York, for example, a burger 
with two Impossible patties, 
cheese and fixings tops 
1,000 calories. Few would 
call it healthy, especially 
if served with fries and a 
soda. 

"People are going to be 
fooling themselves into 
thinking these are not just 
better, but healthy," said 
Yoni Freedhoff, an obesity 
expert at the University of 
Ottawa. 

People also may not realize 
the saturated fat content 
can be similarto beefburg¬ 
ers, he said. 

WHATS IN THEM? 

Beyond Meat's ingredi¬ 
ents include pea protein 
and canola oil. Impossible 
Food's patties have soy 
protein and coconut oil. 
Impossible says its patties 
have a flavor and hue simi¬ 
larto beef partly because 
of soy leghemoglobin , 
a protein the company 
makes by genetically mod¬ 
ifying yeast. 

The meat industry, mean¬ 
while, is appealing to peo¬ 
ple who prefer simpler in¬ 
gredient lists. 

"A beef patty is one natu¬ 
ral ingredient: beef," says 
the North American Meat 


Institute, which represents 
meat makers. 

HOW DO THEY TASTE? 

Taste is subjective, but re¬ 
views gene rally say Beyond 
Meat and Impossible burg- 
erstaste similarto meat. 
Christian Acosta, who 
works in New York, said he's 
had the Impossible burger 
several times and can't tell 
the difference. 

"It tastes exactly like meat," 
he said, while waiting in line 
to getthe burgerforlunch. 
Unlike with a steak, any 
discrepancies in taste be¬ 
tween beef and the plant- 
based burgers may be 
masked by buns, cheese 
and toppings. Both Beyond 
Meat and Impossible Foods 
have also updated their 
recipes, and may keep do¬ 
ing so to get even more like 
meat. 

HOW MUCH DO THEY CO ST? 

The idea is to eventually 
make Beyond and Impos¬ 
sible burgers cost the same 
or less than beef. For now, 
expectto pay more. 

At a Whole Foods in New 
York, two Beyond Meat 
patties cost $5.99, roughly 
double the price of two 
ground beef patties. Im¬ 
possible burgers aren't yet 
available in grocery stores 
But at a Bareburger res 
taurant in New York, it's an 
extra $3 for either of the 
plant-based pattiesO

Kristen Stewart celebrates young stars 
redefining sexuality

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Kris¬ 
ten Stewart says she felt a 
"huge responsibility" to de¬ 
fine her sexuality after find¬ 
ing fame in the 'Twilight" 
movie franchise. But she's 
glad today's young stars 
don't have to do so. 

The 29-year-old actresssaid 


she was "so gay" on "Satur¬ 
day Night Live" two years 
ago. But she sees a shift 
in culture that's allowed 
young people - in and out¬ 
side Hollywood - to accept 
fluidity in genderand sexu¬ 
ality. 

"I felt this huge responsibil¬ 
ity, like one tha11 was really 
genuinely worried about, 
if I wasn't able to say one 
way orthe other, then was I 
sort of like forsaking a side," 
said Stewart, who also had 
a long-term relationship 
with 'Twilight" co-star Rob¬ 
ert Pattinson. 

'The fact that you don't 
have to now is like so much 
more truthful,"said Stewart. 
The actress sta rs alongside 
Laura Dem in "| .T LeRoy," 
a biopic about a young 


woman named Savannah 
Knoop whose sister-in-law 
Laura Albert created Le¬ 
Roy as a literary persona. 
Knoop pretended to be 
a man in public appear¬ 
ances as the celebrated 
author, and now identi¬ 
fies as nonbinary. Stewart 
celebrates that decision 
along with statements 
from younger Hollywood 
stars like Sophie Turner, 23, 
who have refused to label 
their sexuality. "If you were 
to have this conversation 
with someone like in high 
school, they'd probably like 
roll their eyes and go, 'Why 
are you complicating ev¬ 
erything so much?' ... Just 
sort of do what you want 
to do,"' she said. "It's really

IDS ANGELES (AP) — With 
a friendship going back to 
a fateful meeting at The 
Roxy in 1975, Bruce Spring¬ 
steen and Martin Scorsese 
shared the stage in Los An¬ 
geles Sunday night for a 
wide-ranging conversation 
about everything from their 
Catholic upbringings and 
maturing faith to Flannery 
O'Connor, conceit docu¬ 
mentaries and the role of 
an audience. 

"fhe Netflix-hosted event 
was in support of the Em- 
mys campaign for his one- 
man show 'Springsteen on 
Broadway" at the stream¬ 
ing service's FYSEE (a riff on 
'for your consideration") 
space in the heart of Hol¬ 
lywood. 

An earnest Springsteen 
laughed at himself as he 
prepared to close out the 
evening and charm the 
crowd with an acoustic 
performance of "Dancing 
in the Dark" that he was 
"here today begging com¬ 
plete strangers for votes" 
But what better way to do 
so than with a nostalgic 
performance and a heart¬ 
felt chat about creativity 
and faith with one of the 
greatest living filmmakers. 
And they didn't waste time 
getting to the heavy stuff. 
"All my work was informed 
by my years in Catholic 
school," Springsteen said 
to the intimate crowd of 
Emmy voters and press at 
the start. "All that redemp¬ 


tion, damnation, all the 
Martin Scorsese films ... As 
I got older I stopped fight¬ 
ing against it. Now I draw 
on it and enjoy it. There's 
no greaterwell to draw on 
than myths of Catholicism. 
Everything is in there." 

He said "Mean Streets" in 
particular was on point for 
"An altar boy like myself." 
Scorsese responded that 
even his upcoming Netflix 
film, 'The Irishman," deals 
with the same thing, 'Trust, 
loyalty, betrayal and faith." 
The two said they both find 
inspiration in the stories of 
Flannery O'Connor (Scors¬ 
ese recommended her let¬ 


ters to The Boss) and Spring¬ 
steen said he's always 
found that, 'the darkness 
is more interesting than the 
light." He connected it to 
other artists he finds inter¬ 
esting, from Hank William, 
to Bob Dylan and Robert 
De Niro, who he said has a 
'two-hourface." 

"It's, 'What's bothering that 
guy? Something is bother¬ 
ing that guy,' " Springsteen 
said. 'Those are the things 
that keep us watching. 
That's why you can watch 
Bob De Niro's face for two 
hours, not 15 minutes. It 
never gives up its sec rets." 
Scorsese added that au¬ 


diences are often looking 
for answers, but the art 
he goes back is the kind 
that doesn't provide them, 
whic h they both found simi- 
larto how they experience 
faith asthey mature. 

The two eventually got 
around to discussing 
"Springsteen on Broad¬ 
way," which was bom by 
accident, after President 
Barack Obama asked him 
to play at the White House 
in the last few weeks of his 
administration. Springsteen 
decided to combine per¬ 
formances with storytelling 
— he'd just written a mem¬ 
oir after a II and itwasfresh 


— and that's what would 
eventually become the 
Broadway show and the 
film. 

As with Scorsese's 'The Last 
Waltz," "Springsteen on 
Broadway" does not cut 
away to the audience. The 
director, Thom Zimny, didn't 
even want one at first, but 
Springsteen protested. 

"I said, 'Well who's going 
to laugh at my jokes?' " he 
said. 

They compromised on half 
of an audience. 

"(We) didn't want to tele¬ 
graph to the viewer what 
you're supposed to feel," 
Springsteen said. 

The film was taped across 
two nights, the first night of 
which Springsteen admit¬ 
ted he botched because 
he was on stage, 'Thinking 
about what I was doing ... 
When you're too complete¬ 
ly self-conscious you're not 
in it." 

And he was striving for De 
Niro's 'two-hour face," or, 
something that would keep 
the audience interested 
even though at the heart 
of it, it's just, 'Dne old guy 
and an acoustic guitar." 

He also used monologues 
and stories to help contex¬ 
tualize the songs that the 
world knowsso well already 
and "give them renewed 
meaning." 

"As the songs come out of 
the monologues it's as if 
you've never heard them 
before,"Scorsese said.Q 


Musician Ani DiFtanco's memoir is ra wand powerful

Ani DiFranco, "No Wallsand 
the Recurring Dream" (Vi¬ 
king) 

Ani DiFranco has spent 
decades challenging the 
status quo, standing up for 
what she believes and cre¬ 
ating honest, raw music. 
Her memoir is an extension 
of these passions. Looking 
at her lyrics over the years, 
it has always been clean 
She cherishes the written 
word. In the pages of her 
memoir, "No Wallsand the 
Recurring Dream," she car¬ 
ries on this love affair. 

Those fa miliar with the work 
of DiFranco_a Grammy 
Award-winner who found¬ 


ed her own record label 
and hasa career spanning 
over 20 albums_know she is 
not one to shy away from 
heropinions 

It is not uncommon when 
listening to her work to 
hear a verse that speaks 
out against patriarchy, the 
death penalty or the gov¬ 
ernment's imperialism. So it 
comesasno surprise that in 
her memoir, DiFranco does 
not hold back. 

"No Wallsand the Recurring 
Dream," is unapologetic, 
steadfast and vulnerable. 
It's as if DiFranco has invit¬ 
ed you into the living room 
of her New Orleans home 
to have a long discussion 


about how she gotto where 
she is_from creating her first 
record to meeting Prince 
and recording in his home. 
Readers who are already 
DiFranco fans are offered 
a window through which 
to better understand her 
music (just in case you've 
ever wondered about the 
story behind "Untouchable 
Face"). She gives you the 
rich context of her past 
and passions that have 
culminated in emotional 
verses and honest storytell¬ 
ing through the years. The 
book also stands alone, for 
those who haven't before 
encountered DiFranco. 
She is vulnerable in a way 


that is brave_she recogniz¬ 
es the imperfect moments 
in her existence just as she 
acknowledges her own tri¬ 
umphs The honesty of her 
introspection encourages 
the readerto look internally 
aswell. 'Whateverthe thing 
is that you are resisting the 
most, whatever thing will 
be the most painful, that is 
the thing you must do," she 
writes. 

To her credit, DiFranco 
meets the reader where 
she or he is. Yes, she has 
strong opinions, but she 
makes it clear from the on- 
setthatshe is not just some¬ 
one who talks; she is also 
someone who listens □

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Chinese researchers try brain implants to beat addiction

SHANGHAI (AP) — The 

sound of doctors boring 
through his skull to feed 
electrodes deep into his 
brain made Yan tremble. 
'The drill was like bzzzzzzz," 
he later recalled. 'The mo¬ 
ment of drilling is the most 
terrible." 

Yan has been using meth¬ 
amphetamine since 2011. 
The hope is that technolo¬ 
gy will extinguish his addic¬ 
tion — quite literally, with 
the flip of a switch. 

The treatment — deep 
brain stimulation — haslong 
been used for movement 
disorders like Parkinson's 
Now, the first clinical trial of 
DBS for metha mpheta mine 
addiction is being con¬ 
ducted at Shanghai's Ruijin 
Hospital, along with trials for 
opioid addiction. Yan isthe 
study's first patient; for fear 
of losing his job, he asked 
that only his surname be 
published. 

Western attempts to push 
forward with human trials 
of deep brain stimulation 
for drug addiction have 
foundered, even as China 
has emerged as a hub for 
this kind of research. 

But the vast suffering 
wrought by the U.S. opioid 
epidemic may be chang¬ 
ing the risk-reward calculus 
for doctors and regulators. 
Now, the experimental sur¬ 
gery Yan underwent iscom- 
ing to America. In February, 
the U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration greenlighted a 
c linic a I tria I in West Virg inia 
of DBSforopioid addiction. 
Until now, complex ethical, 
social and scientific ques¬ 
tions made it hard to push 
forward with such experi¬ 
ments in the United States, 
where the devices can 
cost $100,000 to implant. 
Scientists in Europe have 
struggled to recruit patients 
fortheirDBSaddiction stud¬ 
ies. 

Globally, there are eight 
registered DBS clinical trials 
fordrug addiction, accord¬ 
ing to a U.S. National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health database. 
Six a re in China. 

China hasa long, troubled 
history of using brain surgery 
to treat addiction. Doctors 
destroyed small clumps of 
tissue in the bra ins of heroin 
users, gamering huge prof¬ 


its and leaving behind a 
trail of patients with mood 
disorders, lost memories 
and altered sex drives. 

In 2004, China's Ministry of 
Health ordered a halt to 
the practice at most hos¬ 
pitals. Nine years later, a 
military hospital in Xi'an re¬ 
ported that roughly half 
of 1,167 patients who had 
their brains lesioned stayed 
off drugs for at least five 
years. 

DBS builds on that history. 
The surgery involves im¬ 
planting a device that acts 
as a kind of pacemaker 
for the brain, electrically 
stimulating targeted areas. 


Instead of irreversibly killing 
brain cells, the devicesal¬ 
low interventionsthatare — 
in theory — reversible. The 
technology has opened a 
fresh field of human experi¬ 
mentation globally. 

"For many other psychiatric 
disorders, for example, an¬ 
orexia schizophrenia, OCD, 
there's no way to use the 
animal to be like a model," 
said Dr. Sun Bomin, direc¬ 
tor of the functional neu¬ 
rosurgery center at Ruijin 
Hospital. "For these kinds 
of special psychiatric disor- 
derswe have to use human 
patients" 

Some believe such human 


experiments for drug ad¬ 
diction should not be al¬ 
lowed. 

Critics argue that they are 
premature, and will not 
address the complex bio¬ 
logical, social and psycho¬ 
logical factors that drive 
addiction. Scientists don't 
fully understand how DBS 
works and there is still de¬ 
bate about where elec¬ 
trodes should be placed 
to treat addiction. There 
is also skepticism in the 
global scientific community 
about the general quality 
and ethical rigor of clinical 
tria Is done in China. 

"Itwould befantastic ifthere 


were something where we 
could flip a switch, but it's 
probably fanciful at this 
stage," said Adrian Carter, 
who heads the neurosci¬ 
ence and society group at 
Monash University in Mel¬ 
bourne. 'There'sa lot of risks 
that go with promoting that 
idea." 

Meanwhile,the bodycount 
from addiction is rising. 
More than 500,000 Ameri- 
cansdied ofdrug overdos¬ 
es in the decade ending in 
2017, adding urgency to 
the search for new, more 
effective treatments. 

But research for DBS as an 
addiction treatment fund¬ 
ed bythe U.S. National Insti¬ 
tutes of Hea Ith ha s foe used 
on animals, not people. 
And at least two U.S. labo¬ 
ratories dropped clinical tri¬ 
als of DBS for treating alco¬ 
holism overconcemsabout 
study design and prelimi¬ 
nary re suits that d id n't seem 
to justify the risks, investiga¬ 
tors who led the studiestold 
The Associated Press. 

"The lack of scientific clar¬ 
ity, the important but strict 
regulatory regime, along 
with the high cost and risk 
of surgery make clinical tri¬ 
als of DBS for addiction in 
the U.S. difficult at the pres¬ 
ent time," said Dr. Emad 
Eskandar, chairman of neu¬ 
rological surgery at Albert 
Einstein College of Medi¬ 
cine in New York. 

China's studies have of¬ 
fered mixed results. Sun 
and his colleagues have 
published one case study, 
describing a patient who 
used heroin and fatally 
overdosed after getting 
DBS. But a separate pilot 
study published in Janu¬ 
ary by doctors at a military 
hospital in Xi'an showed 
that five of eight heroin us¬ 
ers stayed off drugs for two 
yea rs after DBS surgery. 
Based on those results, the 
Chinese deep brain stimu¬ 
lation device manufacturer 
SceneRay Corp. is seeking 
Chinese regulatory approv¬ 
al of its DBS device for opi¬ 
oid addiction, and funding 
a clinical trial targeting 60 
participants. SceneRay 
chairman Ning Yihua said 
hisapplicationfora clinical 
trial in the U.S. was blocked 
bythe U.S. Food and Drug 
AdministrationO
